Council allowances may be recovered 


HONITON Town Council may have to re¬ 
cover public money mistakenly paid out in 
members’ allowances, after a legal grey area 
was exposed at a meeting last week. 

One councillor has already called for an inquiry into 
the matter, which dates back to a change in legislation 
enforced in 2003. 

Members have now taken urgent steps to ensure 
they do not break the rules in future, but hundreds of 
pounds may have been inadvertently handed out to 
ineligible councillors over a period of more than 10 
years. 

The town council’s finance committee was previ¬ 
ously briefed on the discovery, which appears to sug¬ 
gest that only ‘elected’ members can claim the £305 
annual allowance. 

Under the exact wording of the 2003 legislation, 
‘co-opted’ members - those appointed by the council 
rather than the electorate - are only eligible to claim 
basic expenses, and not the additional allowance. 

Speaking at the council meeting last week, Coun¬ 
cillor Roy Coombs warned that co-opted members 
past and present may have been “inadvertently en¬ 
trapped”. 

He said there was no question of any deliberate 
wrongdoing on the part of council clerks, but that the 
matter now needed closer scrutiny. 

“I believe there needs to be a report on this, an in¬ 
quiry on this, going back to 2003,” he said. 
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“Quite possibly, there were no co-opted councillors 
in 2003, so what our clerk did then was quite correct. 

“But it is not just a matter of whether the councillors 
- including me, I claim the allowance - are in it for 
the money. It is also a question of protecting the coun¬ 
cil taxpayers’ funds as well - and to make sure that 
they are used properly and indeed legally.” 

Members were shocked that such “discriminatory” 
and “unfair” rules existed, preventing many council¬ 
lors from claiming the same amount as elected mem¬ 
bers. 

But the council resolved to change its current policy, 
until further information becomes available, so as to 


comply with the legislation as it stands. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor John Zarczynski said: 
“Having looked at all the evidence, as much as I to¬ 
tally disagree with the discrimination against co¬ 
opted councillors regarding the membership allow¬ 
ance rules, this council does not make legislation but 
we have to abide by it. 

“This situation is not of Honiton Town Council’s 
making. In view of what’s happened, I think this 
should have been addressed many years ago by pre¬ 
vious clerks. Unfortunately we are facing this prob¬ 
lem. 

“What I now wish to propose is that we accept the 
legislation as it is and only pay allowances to elected 
members of this council. 

“However, I have spoken to the town clerk and she 
will look into this situation and express our concerns

COLYTON 

Too dangerous to 
drive to Colyton 

RESIDENTS of Umborne have said they now 
avoid driving into Colyton and would rather travel 
to Honiton to shop because the road into the town 
is in such a poor state of repair. 

Speaking at last week’s Colyton Parish Council 
meeting, residents said the stretch of road be¬ 
tween Umborne and Colyton, particularly Chapel 
Knapp around Lily lake and Yardbury farms, had 
“at least 100 potholes” and was often flooded 
making it particularly dangerous. 

One resident complained that he had recently 
had to pay £280 for car repairs caused by the 
poor condition of the road and now avoided the 
route, instead going in the opposite direction to 
the A35, and said once you reach the main road 
“you might as well go onto Honiton". 

The resident also reported that a cyclist had re¬ 
cently described the lane as “the worst stretch of 
road he had cycled for over 30 years”. 

He added: “It’s damn right dangerous and it's 
getting close to accidents or fatalities.” 

Umborne resident John Buse wrote a letter to 
the parish council and handed out a map at the 
meeting outlining the worst affected areas and 
expressing particular concerns about potholes 
being hidden in water, damage to vehicles and icy 
stretches during cold spells. 

EMERGENCY SITUATION 

He asked for the parish council to respond to 
their concerns but was told it was a county coun¬ 
cil matter. 

Councillor Colin Pady described the situation as 
“an emergency which needs to be tackled imme¬ 
diately”, as he was concerned the surface water 
would freeze and become even more dangerous 
in cold weather. 

Residents also complained that other stretches 
of roads in the local area had been prioritised for 
repairs when they were not in such a bad condi¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Ken Clifford said that roads in Shute, 
just outside Colyton’s parish boundaries, had 
been repaired when they were not in such a poor 
state. 

Parish councillors raised the concerns with 
county councillor Sara Randall-Johnson later in 
the meeting. She said the road was not heavily 
used, adding: “To the local people I know it’s vital 
but the road is not closed and they are not having 
to make a long diversion.” 

Councillors argued that residents were actually 
making diversions to the A35 and had been put 
off driving into Colyton. 

Councillor Clifford added: “What annoys people 
is that, where Colyton parish ends, they had had 
all their repairs done and it wasn’t as bad." 

Councillor Randall-Johnson added that she did 
want to find a solution to the stretch of road 
which was continuously flooded. 

Councillor Peter Gibbons said: “All you have to 
do is get someone who knows the problem and a 
digger and clear the ditches.” 

Councillor Randall-Johnson: “Go and do it 
then.” 

Councillor Gibbons: “What do you mean ‘go and 
do it? I can't just go and do it myself.” 

Councillor Clifford: “A farmer did clear some but 
they can’t do it all.” 

Councillor Randall-Johnson said she sympa¬ 
thised with residents living with a poor state of 
road but there was an “inbalance of funding” for 
highways so she wanted to look specifically at 
the area which was flooded. 

Parish councillors agreed to write a “strong" 
letter to the county's highways department and 
to Neil Parish MP, and to discuss the issue further 
at their upcoming traffic meeting.

‘No’to Hunters 


Bank closure will 


Lodge traffic lights hit high street hard 


TRAFFIC lights at the A35 Hunters Lodge junc¬ 
tion have been ruled out by the Highways 
Agency. 

Having proposed a traffic sign-based solution, 
the Highways Agency was forced back to the 
drawing board following a heated public meeting 
in Axminster in July. 

The intention was to draw up a plan based on 
traffic lights, but this idea has now been definitely 
scrapped. 

Axminster Mayor Jeremy Walden broke the 
news during the December meeting of Axmin¬ 
ster Town Council. 

Referring to a meeting the week before with 
Highways Agency officials and MP Neil Parish, he 
said: “The Highways Agency stated they went 
away (after the July meeting) with every desire to 
deliver a traffic light-controlled junction. 

“Further traffic surveys were taken and mod¬ 
elled against what could be delivered. 

“It is to be regretted that they cannot recom¬ 
mend a traffic light-controlled junction for a 
number of reasons.” 

Three reasons were given: a lack of land to cre¬ 
ate two lanes in each direction; even with two 
lanes, there would be backlogs of traffic up to a 
quarter of a mile in length; the fact that A35 junc¬ 
tions with Crewkerne and Lyme roads are not op¬ 
posite each other, which would make traffic light 
sequences excessively long and frustrating. 

Mr Walden added: “The Highways Agency pro¬ 
posal is very much as before, with vehicle-acti¬ 
vated signs warning when vehicles are wishing 
to exit out of either of the side roads, along with 
an extra refuge and better road markings. 

“Those present also asked the Highways 
Agency to discuss with Devon County Council the 
possibility of taking up the offer of land in the 
Lyme road to make this two lanes approaching 
the junction so that left turning traffic could exit 
more easily. 

“A similar approach should also be taken on the 
Crewkerne road exit." 

The possibility of moving the bus stop further 
down the Lyme road and making it a ‘Stop’ rather 
than ‘Give Way’ junction will also be explored. 

Mr Walden concluded: “Thought should also be 
given to a puffin crossing, possibly near the post 
office, as this would cause a natural break in the 
traffic flow. 

“It was not felt appropriate to hold a public 
meeting until The Highways Agency has dis¬ 
cussed our proposals with Devon County Coun¬ 
cil.” 


BUSINESS leaders in Ottery St Mary have ex¬ 
pressed their concern that town centre trade will 
be hit hard when a major bank closes its local 
branch next year. 

NatWest says it has taken the “difficult deci¬ 
sion” to close its branch in Silver Street. 

From March next year, customers will be forced 
to look elsewhere for important banking services 
and cash withdrawals.

New plan rules will 
see cut in funding 


CHANGES to Government planning guidelines 
will result in a “significant loss” of funding to¬ 
wards community infrastructure in Sidmouth, 
Honiton, Seaton and Exmouth, it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

Council bosses have warned that there will be 
less money available for improving open spaces, 
sports areas and play facilities in the town, under 
the new rules. 

Housing developers are required to make finan¬ 
cial contributions to support community infra¬ 
structure, in line with new homes they build. 

But East Devon District Council will no longer be 
able to collect the cash from developments of 
fewer than ten homes in Sidmouth, Honiton, 
Seaton and Exmouth. Developments of fewer 
than six homes will be effected elsewhere in East 
Devon. The council is also warning that the new 
rules will reduce funding for education upgrades 
across the district. 

The Government plans are designed to encour¬ 
age developers to build new homes, by reducing 
the financial burden attached to small-scale es¬ 
tates. But planning bosses at the district council 
say they fought against the new guidelines. 

Councillor Helen Parr, chairman of EDDC's de¬ 
velopment management committee, said: “We 
expect this change to result in a significant loss 
of funding for infrastructure in our communi¬ 
ties."

must also get guidance as far as the money being repaid. How many years 
do we go back? These are questions we cannot answer.” 

Town clerk Chetna Jones explained that all councillors were elected 
members when the legislation was introduced in 2003 and that the initial 
response to the change had been correct. 

Both Councillor John Taylor and Councillor Caroline Kolek argued 
that, if co-opted members could no longer claim the allowance, steps 
must be taken to recover any money paid out in error. 

Mayor of Honiton, Councillor Peter Halse, said the council should 
make sure it is not breaking the law and wait for more information before 
taking further action. 

He said: “We have now been told by the clerk and by the district council 
that we must not pay the allowances in future, so that is what we are 
doing. I would suggest that we leave the rest of it until we can get more 
information. 

“From that information may well come a request that we do a proper 
report to find out what has happened.”

Supermarket 

TOWN councillors have welcomed new plans for 
the district council to relocate to Honiton, writes 
JACK DIXON. 

Local members, who have been prominent 
among those calling for the district authority to 
base itself in the town, greeted the announcement 
with a round of applause at a meeting last week. 

East Devon District Council had originally looked 
to sell on the Heathpark site to fund its recently 
scrapped relocation to SkyPark. 

But the council announced last month that the 
offer it received to develop the site was “no longer 
attractive", and that the land would be used as its 
new headquarters instead. 

Reporting the news formally at the meeting, 
Councillor Phil Twiss, one of Honiton's district rep¬ 
resentatives, said the supermarket did not live up 
to its original offer. 

He said: “They offered us gold but when we 
looked in the bag it was just a lot of sand in there." 

EDDC is now due to press ahead with a new plan 


offered ‘sand’ 

to split its main offices between Honiton and Ex¬ 
mouth, after ditching controversial proposals to 
move to SkyPark, on the edge of the district near 
Exeter. 

Councillor Twiss said the bulk of the staff would 
relocate to the Heathpark site “no later than May 
2017". 

Councillor Vivienne Ash, a long-term critic of the 
SkyPark switch, said the announcement was 
“wonderful news" for Honiton. 

Town councillors also pressed both district and 
county council representatives for action on the 
Turk's Head junction, which continues to cause 
congestion at the entrance to the town. 

Councillor Twiss said Turk's Head had now be¬ 
come the subject on which he is asked the most 
questions, and that it would be pushed to the fore. 

District councillors are expected to give final ap¬ 
proval for the revised relocation plans at a meeting 
tomorrow (Wednesday). 


Crime drop ‘reassuring’ 


POLICE say they are “reassured” to see crime fall 
in Honiton by more than a third, according to the 
force’s latest figures, writes JACK DIXON. 

A total of 22 offences were recorded between No¬ 
vember 11th and December 8th, down from 36 over 
the same period last year. 

Among the offences, police logged four cases of 
common assault and two burglaries, along with 
three instances of criminal damage and one fraud 
offence. 

PCSO Steve Mingo said: “It is reassuring to see 
crime drop by just over a third for this period com¬ 
pared to the same time last year. We hope to see this 
trend continue over the festive period.”

cohol-free and closed during the 
busy evening hours on Fridays 
and Saturdays. 

In the application, a spokesper¬ 
son for the group says: “It is our 
intention to run a 24-hour basis 
from Sunday 12noon to Friday 
3pm, including public holidays. 

“We want to be there for people. 
We want the flexibility to be avail¬ 
able to serve the people who 
work late or work at night, includ¬ 
ing hospital staff and emergency 
services, lonely people, even 
farmers and people travelling 
through town late in the night. We 
want to provide somewhere for 
these people to go." 

The ‘Twelve Tribes’ community 
is based at Stentwood Farm in 
Dunkeswell and describes itself 
as a residential religious commu¬ 
nity that believes in taking care of 
others. 


The spokesperson added: “The 
need for opening during these 
hours is to provide a service for 
the wider community, and a place 
for people to find company, like 
the neighbour who keeps his light 
on and his door always open. 

“Located on the east most 
boundary of the town centre 
shopping area, the Yellow Deli 
marks the gateway into Floniton. 

“It is our aspiration to enhance 
this entry to the town, with a wel¬ 
coming shop front, spot-lit sig¬ 
nage and floral window baskets." 

Members of Floniton Town 
Council’s planning committee 
showed their support for the pro¬ 
posals at a meeting last week. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor John 
Zarczynski, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, said: “It looks as though it 
will be there to provide some sort 
of shelter to travellers or people 


sleeping rough - if you want a cup 
of coffee at 3am they will be there 
to provide it. 

“We have got people who are 
literally walking the streets. As far 
as the town is concerned, if it pro¬ 
vides some sort of shelter for 
those people, I would be all for it. I 
personally feel that it is a good 
use of the building." 

The ‘Twelve Tribes’ community 
says the service would be valu¬ 
able to shift workers and police¬ 
men on patrol late at night. 

It also claims noise disturbance 
will be reduced for nearby resi¬ 
dents, offering customers of the 
town’s drinking establishments 
an alternative place to go at clos¬ 
ing time. 

Planning bosses at East Devon 
District Council will make a deci¬ 
sion on whether to approve the 
application or not.

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Seaton man sets new NZ Great Walks ultra record 


AFTER nine gruelling days of aching muscles, 
mental fatigue and sleep deprivation, Patrick Kin- 
sella from Seaton, along with teammates fellow 
Brit Ben Southall and Australian Luke Edwards - 
a/k/a The Global Adventurers - have completed a 
world-record setting challenge of running the 
Great Walks of New Zealand back-to-back. 

The goal of completing the Great Walks in nine 
days - the equivalent of running nine and a half 
marathons back-to-back - was achieved with just 
40 minutes to spare, although, as with every ad¬ 
venture in nature’s extremes, not everything went 
to plan. 

Extended drive times led to the boys having to 
run through the night on the 78.4km Heaphy 
Track, in turn pushing back the start of the Wan¬ 
ganui river paddle, where water levels were too 
high to safely kayak through night, forcing the dif¬ 
ficult decision to leave the river before the full 
completion of the 145km. 

These challenges pushed the boys perilously 


close to the brink, necessitating the superhuman 
effort of back-to-back ultra-marathons on the final 
day. 

The three runners completed the Tongariro 
Northern Circuit (43km) and immediately took a 
helicopter to the start of the Lake Waikaremoana 
Track (46km), where they raced against the ticking 
clock to finish their 400-kilometre running mis¬ 
sion in nine days, 23 hours and 20 minutes. 

While disappointed that they were unable to pad¬ 
dle the full length of the Wanganui River Journey, 
the boys have set a new speed record for the com¬ 
pletion of New Zealand’s GW-listed walking 
tracks. 

Throughout the expedition a film crew followed 
the team, making a documentary to be aired early 
next year. Day-by-day videos of the adventure can

AXMINSTER man Lyndon Chatting-Waiters was in¬ 
vited to attend a reception at Buckingham Palace 
hosted by The Duke of Cambridge and Prince Harry. 
The reception was held on Thursday, November 6th 
to recognise those involved in the medical care, re¬ 
covery and rehabilitation of those injured in the 
Armed Forces. 

Lyndon was badly injured by an improvised explo¬ 
sive devise in July in 2008 in Afghanistan at the age 
of 18 when blown 60ft into a Taliban ambush position 
from his position as top gun cover in a vehicle. He re¬ 
turned to the front line in 2010, but was medically dis¬ 
charged from the Army in 2013 because of his 
original injuries. 

His mother Sharon said: “He is currently living in 
Leeds with his girlfriend, Suzanne, and has been 
working in various different environments including 
the Rehabilitation Centre at Battle Back. 

“The Battle Back Centre is funded by the Royal 
British Legion and provides sports and adventurous 
activities for wounded, injured and sick Service men 
and women from all three services. 

“Lyndon has also recently qualified as a WW1 Bat¬ 
tlefield Tour Guide.” 

Pulman's View readers may recall that May Lyndon 
was also part of a team climbing Mount Cotopaxi in 
Ecuador earlier this year to help raise funds for the 
Royal British Legion. 


Man airlifted to hospital after farm accident 


A MAN was airlifted to hospital with back and neck 
injuries after an incident at a farm in Membury, near 
Axminster. 

The ambulance service was called at 10.50am on 
Thursday, November 27th, and the air ambulance 
was requested.

Police crack down on rural crime 


AXMINSTER Police Station was one of the hubs 
when police carried out a joint five-force 
overnight rural patrol. 

A team of 150 special constables from Devon 
and Cornwall Police, Dorset Police, Wiltshire Po¬ 
lice, Avon and Somerset Police and Hampshire 
Constabulary patrolled 1,800 square miles of rural 
area overnight between Friday, December 5th 
and Saturday, December 6th. 

Deemed a high-visibility operation, the aim was 
to prevent offending and disrupt criminals in re¬ 
sponse to an expected seasonal increase in rural 
crime against commercial buildings as well as 
dwellings. Twenty-one special constables and 
four regular officers started their patrols from 
Axminster Police Station, covering the Devon, 
Dorset and Somerset border areas. 

The Devon and Cornwall Police and Dorset Po¬ 
lice operation as a whole resulted in 127 
stopchecks of vehicles/persons resulting in,

Councillor Jill Elson, cabinet member for sustain¬ 
able homes and communities, said: “It is vital that 
tenants don’t ignore their financial problems and 
try not to panic. They should come and talk to us 
as soon as they think they might not be able to pay 
their rent. 

“We can check whether they are entitled to 
apply for a discretionary housing payment, which 
offers short term assistance while a financial so¬ 
lution is found to their problems. 

“We can offer assistance in other ways, too, from 
filling in forms to guidance on how they can man¬ 
age their money."

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Everyone who wants to stand for council should have the chance 


■ UNFORTUNATELY, due to family and work rea¬ 
sons, I will resigning from Seaton Town Council in 
the very near future. 

I deeply regret having to do so but the practicality 
of life has forced into this decision and I have to move 
away from Seaton. My time on the council has been 
all too short but one I have enjoyed the honour of 
doing since I was elected by the very wise people of 
Seaton. 

In that short time, I feel the council has changed 
very much for the better. When I came (along with 
Tony Woodman) to sit around the table I remember 
the residents of Seaton were very critical of the in¬ 
fighting that seemed to take place on a weekly basis 
within the council. Although, like in any council, 
there are still disagreements of one kind or another 
there seems to be more harmony within our ranks. 

It's not a love-in but it's a lot better. This has nothing 
to do with my inclusion on the council, more to do 
with the determination of the council to sort the prob¬ 
lem out. 

The only criticism I have of the council is a criti¬ 
cism I have for most town councils all over the coun¬ 
try, and also district and county councils, and that is 
the makeup of the councils doesn't truly represent 
their residents. Why? In the case of district and 
county council it's because of the simple fact the only 
people who can easily regularly attend meetings dur¬ 
ing the working day or late into the evening are peo¬ 
ple who don't work, or people who can have a flexible 
working day, like some self-employed. 

For all councils, including town councils, one prob¬ 
lem they all have is the work load. On top of a 40 hour 
week it is difficult having the time to do the job of 
being a councillor properly and have a partially nor¬ 
mal family life. As a town councillor I would often 
have to rush home from work, have something to eat, 
make myself look decent and msh down to a meeting. 
Every evening I would check my e-mails and see if 
there was anything I had to deal with there and then. 

If there was any meetings in the following week I 
would prepare for the meeting at the weekend before 
by reading agendas and maybe do investigation into 


what was on them. Early in my tenure I also used 
some of my annual leave for meetings during the day. 

Our council has improved tremendously since re¬ 
cruiting the new town clerk, Christopher Drake (I 
must add here that he has Marie Prideaux and Becki 
Davey working hard by his side), and my workload 
reduced substantially since he has started, but it is still 
a problem that even they cannot eradicate completely. 

I wasn't the most active of councillors either, so if 
you are a working person who wants to make a real 
difference it would require a great sacrifice by you 
and your family. The result of these problems is that 
the majority of people on the town, district and county 
councils are made up largely, but not exclusively, of 
retirees and some business people. No or very few 
factory workers, single mothers or fathers, middle- 
aged working men or women or young people. 

It is a problem because it is reflected in the decisions 
made no matter how hard councils try to be represen¬ 
tative and impartial. I know the retired have been 
young once or working or any of the different groups 
that make up society but the trials and tribulations 
they would have encountered change with time and, 
in my opinion, the very fact that some councillors 
don't recognise this is a problem is evidence of how 
out of touch some have become. 

The fault is not with the councils, they do not make 
the rules when it comes to democracy and I know the 
people I have worked with in Seaton really do have 
the town at heart when they make decisions. 

I believe the answer is for central government to fa¬ 
cilitate a way that enables people other than the re¬ 
tired to be on local councils at all levels. One idea 
may be to compensate employers for the time an em¬ 
ployee has to have off to attend meetings so that the 
employee still gets full pay from the employer. There 
must be a multitude of ways it could be done for 
someone who has a family to support or just normal 
living expenses that need to be paid. 

Although I included the self-employed in the first 
part of this criticism, they too sometimes cannot find 
free time for council. The important thing is that 
everyone who would like to be a councillor has the 


chance. After all, there is a lot of untapped political 
talent almost certainly out there that would help not 
only local government but national as well. 

In these times when many voters are disillusioned 
with the establishment, seeing them as out of touch 
and non-representative, making some of them feel 
their only option to vote for populist parties, it is time 
to help bring politics back to the people by making a 
way for other sectors of society, like single mothers, 
factory workers, etc. to become councillors. Maybe 
link these changes with the hopeful devolution of 
powers away from London to the regions such as the 
South West. 


■ THERE was a report recently published that 
said hundreds of thousands of elderly patients 
are being released from hospitals to their homes 
without care and many are having to be re-ad- 
mitted to hospital, taking up much needed beds 
for urgent patients operations. 

The right place for some of these patients is in a 
community hospital where they can be nursed 
back to full health and then returned home. I do 
hope our cash-strapped quango of GPs has seen 
this report and will think again about closing the 
beds and minor injuries units in one of East 
Devon's most modern hospitals with plenty of

As members of the general public, may we be more 
understanding and less critical when impossibly high 
standards are not reached. If we continue to demand 
perfection, we mn the risk of losing or deterring many 
excellent and hard-working men and women from 
these professions.

HOUSING MARKET ODDITIES 


THERE are often many 
statistics being published 
about property prices - 
selling prices, asking prices, 
increases and decreases, 
month on month, year on 
year and so on. Sometimes 
the figures agree and 
sometimes they completely 
contradict each other. TTie 
reality is often similar in that 
it varies hugely from area to 
area and it is virtually 
impossible to make a 
sweeping statement that 
applies to the whole country 
or even just to the south 
west. For instance, this year, 
we saw a vibrant first 
quarter with mortgages 
being granted a little more 
readily and a return of first 
time buyers (a rare 
commodity in these parts). 
We expected a ripple 
upwards in the price ranges 
in terms of what was selling 
(as all this activity began 
at the lower end) and 
probably would have seen 
that happen except for one 
thing. The government was 
concerned about the 
London market causing a 
new housing bubble and so 
new mortgage regulations 



Rumsby 


were brought in at the end 
of April. The new rules 
meant that anyone wanting 
a mortgage had to be very 
much more specific about 
their monthly outgoings 
(how much you spend on 
fuel, groceries, hair cuts, 
gym membership etc). 
This resulted in many 
applications being refused 
(even in some cases where 
applicants were paying 
more in rent than their 
mortgage repayments 
would be). Sales began to fall 
through because of this and 
mortgages dried up again. 
The effect of this was felt by 
us almost immediately and 
did eventually have the 
intended results on the 
London market too, which 
began slowing down in 
August. The Autumn was 
slow but we saw an 
unexpected amount of 
activity in November 
thankfully, which gave us a 
slightly better end to the 
year. During most of this 
time, when the more rural 
areas were sluggish, some 
pockets were still very 
vibrant indeed. Exeter in 
particular seems to have 
done well and enjoyed good 
levels of activity throughout 
the year. It is a shame that 
more people are not willing 
to look a little further afield. 
Colyton for example has 


some lovely property to 
offer, whether you are 
looking for a period cottage 
or a family home, it can all be 
found here along with a 
strong local community. 
Colyton was voted the 4th 
best place in the country to 
bring up children in a survey 
conducted last year. How¬ 
ever, we are still not seeing 
many families and gone are 
the days when people were 
desperate to get into catch¬ 
ment areas for the local 
schools. TTie new stamp 
duty rules have offered a 
small helping hand to buy¬ 
ers, who in some cases will 
save £5,000 on their pur¬ 
chase. This could mean that 
we have an early spring in 
terms of buyer activity as it 
will no doubt slow down to¬ 
wards election time. There¬ 
fore, if you are thinking of 
selling next year, it may be 
best to seek out your local 
agent for advice earlier than 
you might expect. The first 
quarter could be the best 
time to sell in 2015. In the 
meantime, for the buyers 
out there, many interesting 
properties remain on the 
market and with the savings 
in stamp duty, maybe Janu¬ 
ary will be the time to take a 
look at that property you 
have been watching for the 
last couple of months and 
make an offer!

1 bottle red wine • 60g/2oz demerara sugar • 1 cinnamon stick 
grated nutmeg • 1 orange, halved • 1 dried bay leaf 

Preparation method 

1. Put the wine in a saucepan with the orange, sugar, bayleaf 
and the spices. 

2. Heat gently until the sugar has dissolved. Taste to see if you 
want the wine sweeter, and add more sugar to taste. 

3. Off the heat, stir in the sloe or damson gin if you are using it. 

4. Strain into heatproof glasses and serve at once. 

Chocolate

Preparation time 15 mins

Makes 4 x 75ml glasses 

Ingredients 

lOOg golden caster sugar • zest of 1 orange or clementine 
grated dark chocolate, to decorate • 100ml vodka 
100ml creme de cacao • 60ml orange syrup 
40ml orange juice • ice 

Preparation method 

1. First make an orange syrup. Combine 100ml water with the golden 
caster sugar and the orange or clementine zest in a pan and bring to 
the boil. Cool and strain the syrup. 

2. Chill 4 coupe glasses, then dampen the rims with a little water and 
dip in the grated dark chocolate. In a cocktail shaker, shake the 
vodka, creme de cacao, orange syrup and orange juice with ice (you 
may need to make in 2 batches). Pour into the glasses.

cupcake 

Preparation time 30 minsCooking 
time 25 mins 
Makes 12 cupcakes 

Ingredients 
For the Cupcake 

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • Itsp Vanilla extract 

For the Father Christmas Topper 

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, white & black 
• 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 4) and line a 
12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until pale and fluffy, then 
add the eggs one by one mixing in well in betweenm then add 
the vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until golden and a 
skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6 . Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal edge. 
Attach these using a little water, squashing the arms around the 
body. 

8. Next make a small ball using the white icing for a pom pom 
and attach to the top of the hat. 

9 . To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut out a small edged 
piece for his beard, and 2 smaller pieces for his moustache. 
Make a small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 2 small 
balls of white icing and small black icing balls for his eyes. 

10 . To decorate your cupcake, roll out some chocolate icing and 
cut into disc, place this on the cake using some warm apricot 
jam to stick. Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.

Christmas^ 

Pudding 

Preparation time Overnight 
Cooking time 2 hours 

Ingredients 

350g/12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sultanas) 

100g/3V2Oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or left whole 
100g/3V2Oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
100ml/3V2fl oz stout • 100g/3!/2OZ chopped walnuts 
100g/3V2OZ blanched almonds • 100g/3V2OZ ground almonds 
100g/3V2OZ fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/1 3 /4oz plain flour 
100g/3V2OZ frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra for greasing 
V 2 tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinnamon 
2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3!/2Oz chopped glace cherries (or left 
whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado sugar, rum and 
stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to mix, cover and leave for 24 hours 
to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground almonds, 
breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cherries and eggs along with the 
soaked fruit mixture in a large mixing bowl, making sure you in¬ 
clude all the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well until 
completely combined (let all the members of the family have a stir 
and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool place for 24 
hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre/2 pint pudding basin with butter. 
Cut a circle of baking paper and place into the bottom of the pud¬ 
ding basin and then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing as you add it. 
Fold a pleat into the middle of a large piece of baking paper and 
place over the pudding. Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, 
ensuring the pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan one-quarter 
full of water. Fold a Long piece of foil into quarters lengthways to 
create a long strip and place the pudding basin in the middle of 
the strip. Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pudding 
basin and lower into the saucepan. Ensure the water in the 
saucepan comes one-third of the way up the side of the pudding 
basin, but nowhere near the top of the basin. Leave the ends of 
the foil strip hanging over the side to make it easy to remove the 
pudding later. 

6 . Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the heat to a gentle 
simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 hours, topping up the water level as 
necessary throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry out). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the pan and set aside 
to cool. The pudding can be stored for up to two years in a cool, 
dry place. To serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way through. Alterna¬ 
tively, remove the foil and reheat in the microwave. 



Egg Nog** • 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time Less than 10 mins 
Serves 4-6 

Ingredients 

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split 
20 fresh cherries, stones removed and halved 
200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 

Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium 
pan and heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture thickens 
enough to coat the back of a spoon. 

2. The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3. To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serving 
glass. Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour the 
egg nog over. Dust with cocoa powder and serve. 



Mince Pies * 

Preparation time 30 mins to 1 hour 
Cooking time 10 to 30 mins 
Makes 12 pies 



Ingredients 

350g high quality mincemeat, preferably homemade 
200g plain flour, sifted • 40g golden caster sugar 
75g ground almonds • 125g unsalted butter, 
diced 1 large free-range egg, beaten • milk, to glaze 


Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the mincemeat 
into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread¬ 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder tube. 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in cling¬ 
film and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll out the pastry on 
a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a fluted pastry cut¬ 
ter, large enough to fill the base of the prepared tin. Press 
gently into each hole, then fill with the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs/shapes and use 
to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly with 
milk. Chill for about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, preheat the 
oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 
Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

New 367ps Audi RS 3 Sportback Goes Back To The Future 



▲ Return of the Audi RS 3 Sportback 


WHEN world-beating car meets class- 
conquering engine, the formidable result 
is the all new 367PS Audi RS 3 Sportback. 
The DNA for the world’s most powerful 
series production premium compact hatch¬ 
back comes courtesy of the A3 hatchback 
- the 2014 World Car of the Year - and the 
latest evolution of the evocative 2.5-litre 
five-cylinder TFSI - the International En¬ 
gine of the Year in the 2.0 to 2.5-litre cat¬ 
egory. Enhanced by latest generation 
quattro all-wheel-drive, these genes create 
a car with truly exceptional dynamic capa¬ 
bilities, but one which can also deftly han¬ 
dle everything that daily life throws at it. 


“There is a long tradition of five-cylinder 
engines at Audi,” says Prof. Dr. Ulrich 
Hackenberg, Board Member for Technical 
Development at AUDI AG. “In the 80s, 
they turned Audi into a sporty brand, both 
in motor sports and in production. The 
new Audi RS 3 Sportback features the lat¬ 
est generation of our 2.5 litre, five-cylinder 
engine - the most powerful production en¬ 
gine in the modular transverse matrix.” 

Due to become available in the UK in 
March 2015, and expected to reach its first 
owners here next summer, the extreme 
high performance hatchback bolsters the 
367PS output from its 2.5-litre TFSI with 


465 Nm (343.0 lb-ft) of torque, which is 
available right from 1,625rpm through to 
5,550rpm, enabling it to punch vigorously 
at the horizon in any gear and at virtually 
any speed. 

Lighter, faster, more efficient 

Helped by advances in construction 
processes and material use made as part of 
the Audi ultra efficiency programme, the 
successor to the original RS 3 Sportback 
weighs in 55kg lighter, tipping the scales 
at 1,520kg (without driver), despite addi¬ 
tional equipment and safety features. 
Against the clock its resulting power-to- 
weight ratio of 24IPS per ton helps it to 
clear the 62mph marker from rest in just 
4.3 seconds, and to continue to an elec¬ 
tronically governed 155mph top speed 
which, for drivers with regular Autobahn 
access, can be increased on request to 
174mph. 

The distinctive rhythm of the 1 - 2 - 4 - 5 
- 3 five-cylinder ignition sequence - the 
classic Audi soundtrack played out since 
the 1980s by rally cars, touring cars and 
production models such as the Ur quattro, 
the RS 2 and the TT RS - washes over the 
cabin as the new RS 3 Sportback gathers 
momentum. Two flaps in the exhaust pipes 
control the exhaust flow to provide for an 
even more intensive sound experience that 
varies with engine load and speed, and the 
driver can control these flaps via the Audi 
drive select adaptive dynamics system, 


which is standard. For the first time in an 
Audi model at this level, the already fit¬ 
tingly bass-heavy RS exhaust system can 
be replaced at extra cost by an even richer- 
sounding sports exhaust upgrade. 

In the latest edition of the classic engine 
increased power and torque goes hand in 
hand with improved efficiency, which is 
confirmed by its compliance with the lat¬ 
est EU6 emissions regulations. According 
to the NEDC consumption test the new 
‘entry level’ RS model is capable of re¬ 
turning up to 34.8mpg, corresponding to 
C02 emissions of 189g/km. A recupera¬ 
tion system, a demand-controlled oil pump 
and a newly developed start-stop system 


which turns off the engine shortly before 
the car comes to a stop contribute to this 
impressive data. 

A seven-speed S tronic transmission, 
which has been reworked to offer even 
faster shifts, directs the power to the quat¬ 
tro permanent all-wheel drive system. The 
quattro system features torque vectoring 
based on intelligent software and is de¬ 
signed with maximum driving enjoyment 
foremost in mind. Its central component is 
an electronically controlled, hydraulically 
activated multi-plate clutch, the weight of 
which has been reduced by 1.4kg as fur¬ 
ther evidence of the adherence to the prin¬ 
ciples of Audi ultra throughout the car.
